Presbytery have challcnBcd st»temcnts by Wil- 
liam M. Birks, cliaimian of tlic Cnnadian United 
Allied Relief Organisation that "relief is no 
longer neuc-^snry" in >oniR I'lmopcnn eounlrie.«. 

Mr. Birkri lia.= replied tlml liis origiiinl stale- 
mrnt nn hi- return from Kiiroiie was correet, 
and that he was referring to .'■uch countries as 
Denmark, Norway, Hollniul, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg. Furthermore, he is quoted as saying 
in his reply to the churclimen that "There is 
much snffcriiiK in England and I am sure that 
everything tiiat is sent to them will be vcrj' 
welcome." He reaffirm? his original .statement 
that "Greece is in very bud shape and relief 
on a nation.il snilc is very much needed, because 
there is a great deal of suffering there." 

While Mr. Birks may have been correct in 
the statements he made on his return from 
Europe, there is no doubt that they cau^erl nn 
entirely false impression and some clarifica- 
tion was necessaij'. His reply to the churchmen 
is therefore welcome in that it clarifies the situa- 
tion a little. 

l.'nfnrtiinalely, in hi^ rr|)ly In Ihr clmrch- 
incn, Mr. Birks adds tin.--: "Of rour.-c there is 
poverty and suffering in every country, for we 
liavc the poor with us always in every country." 

We hope that the churchmen and everyone 
who has seen Europe will protest against this 
last statement. It docs not iiccount for the 
tliousands of miserable wretches in Europe today 
who are in dospernte need of enough food to 
keep tiiom alive and enough clothes to keep 
thorn from freezing tn death. 

The condition of these thousands of nccilv 



nothing whatsoever to do with Uie poor being 
always with us. 

We challenge any Christian person to view 
"hell's orphans", as Kuropc's parcntless children 
have been called, and then attempt to be un- 
moved by what they have Hcen. 

A Canadian government official reported that 
the condition of D.P. camps in Europe was 
"good". Here again, a comi)lctcly false impres- 
sion was caused by insufficient clarification. The 
officials of the International llefugce Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations with whom wc spoke 
in Germany did not consider the condition of 
the camps "good". Insofar as each of these 
D.P.'s is maintained at a dully cost erpial tn 
the price of a cup of coffee and a hamburger 
in ^iontreal, conditions arc "pood".

Jose Torres preicnted a much 
better recital at His Majesty's The- 
atre on Sunday night than might 
h.-)vc been expected from his pre- 
vious appearance here last month. 

There was a greater variety of 
interpretations and Mr. Torres' 
creative abilities as a character 
dancer were more evident. A Bas- 
que folk dance, a delicate pavane, 
a stately court minuet, the final 
.despairing movements of a depart- 
ing Moorish ruler, the sparkling 
humorous dance of a Malagan fish- 
vendor, a bolero classique, and 
three Scottish numbers danced to 
the Ecossaises de Chopin — such is 
the wide range of his interpreta- 
tions. 

Mr. Torres has very successfully 
combined ballet training with 
Spanish folk dancing. There is a 
precision and control in his every 
movement that could only have 
come from extensive ballet train- 
ing >- and control Is certainly the 
outstanding eharacteristle of his 
dancing. In the slower steps of 
the Pavane or the Don Juan min- 
86 1 uet the exactness with which he 
executed every step elevated tliese 
dances to genuine evocations of 
another era. In his turns he is com- 
pletely at ease and completely pre- 
cise; he performs them without un- 
due preparation and with a seem- 
ingly effortless grace. That Mr. 
Torres has a very fine command 
of ballet and character technique

Specially noteworthy 
was the Danse Basque done in the 
traditional style, a series of intri- 
cate steps performed around a wine 
goblet; he did this with exceptional 
grace and lightness. There was no 
trace of personal flavor; it was a 
highly traditional ritual done with 
careful adherence to tradition.

Those who left Plateau Hall on 
Friday evening, at the conclusion 
of Kirslen Flagstad's recital, with- 
out swollen hands and hoarse 
voices, were few and far between 
The great Norwegian soprano re- 
ceived a reception that tended more 
towards mass hysteria than any 
thing'else, and deservedly too. Her 
recital ,was a thrilling experience. 
If Flagstad is not the greatest 
singer in the world today, then her 
better has yet to be discovered, 

Mme. Flagstad was presented 
through the joint-co-operation of 
La Société Classique and the under 
graduates Society of the Faculty of 
Arts and Sciences of McGill. Hers, 
was the first, ta a series of five re 
citais. 

Over-anticipation is a mental at- 
titude that usually results in disil 
lusionment. Your reviewer admits 
his state of mind had attained 
pretty lofty heights, and during the 
past several years, the name Flag 
stad had become more of a myth 
than the name of a human being. 
But no customary disillusionment 
was in store. Mme. Flagstad lived 
up to and out-did all expectations. 

The volume of the Flagstad voice 
is naturally its most striking fea 
tture. It is so resonant, and so pow- 
erful, that the walls about her 
seemed to tremble. But unlike the 
heavy dramas of Wagner, of which 
Flagstad is the greatest exponent, 
a. recital gave the artist an oppor 
tunlty to demonstrate her vocal 
technique much more precisely. She 
proved herself capable of singing a 
simple lullaby, softly, filled with 
warmth and true human emotion. 
An Instant later, her figure had be-| 
come transformed into that of a 
dynamic Wagnerian heroine, ev- 
erything about her had changed. 
She is every bit the actress as she 
is the singer. She has amazing ex- 
jircssivc features, which seem to 
assume whatever character she so 
desires, without the benefit of 
make-up or costume.

The two Don Juan minuets, 
which were both performed at his 
last concert, seemed even belter 
on Sunday night. Again ail trace 
of exaggeration was eliminated and 
every moment was perfectly exe- 
cuted. These are undoubtedly two 
of the finest numbers , that Mr. 
Torres has performed in Montreal. 

Several times he danced in the 
exciting, st.imping, flnmbuoyant 
style of the Spanish gyp.sy.

This, coupled with a 
certain coyness in his bows and 
curtain calls, served only to enam- 
our him to the audience, and to 
detract from his status as a very

Beautiful 
People 

Tomorrow night, at last, the 
much-talkcd-about William Saro 
yan play "The Beautiful People" 

will be presented in Moysc Hall, 
and the tightly-set program of 
nightly rehearsals followed during 
the last few weeks clearly indi 
cates that the actors shold be more 
than ready as the hour draws 
near. 

Some Justly inquisitive people 
have asked themselves this: What 
factor incited the English Depart 
ment to choose particularly ''The 
Beautiful People" from the Innum 
erablc plays at their disposal? 
Granted that a play such as this 
with 120 performances to its credit 
brings forth some promise of suc- 
cess and, consequently, is the 
holder of a certain charm. Wc 
maintain, however, thai this mere 
fact was insufficent to sway the 
decision of the experienced men 
in the English Department. Most 
people know that the success of a 
ploy cannot always be attributed 
to its basic worth, but often to the 
high degree of acting produced by 
tlie players themselves. Realizing 
this, no man would dare to submit 
a young group of actors, however 
good they might be — and most of 
them on the brink of a. successful 
career In the theatre •— to such a 
daring gamble and still boast of a 
clear conscience 

Where, then, should wc seek the 
answer? A rapid perusal of the 
play itself reveals the author's love 
for humanity. The characters evolve 
in a setting of cosmic naivety, mirth 
and happy-go-lucky behaviour; but 
clearly and simultaneously, won- 
derment of human nature and scorn 
for vile and shallow living always 
emanate from this propensity for 
frivolous actions. At a time when 
the universe revels in hate, distrust 
and even murder, such beauteous 
sentiments as are evoked in "The 
Beautiful People" give an impres- 
sion of godsends. The beauty of 
the play is greatly tnhanced by the

The liUle Symphony 



The second in the present series 
of concerts given by the Little 
Symphony of Montreal was heard 
at L'Hermitage on Tuesday last. 
The new hope derived from hear- 
ing the first concert was confirmed, 
and there seems to bo little reason 
why the orchestra under the baton 
of George Schick, should not be- 
come one of the foremost of its 
kind with a little more time and 
rehearsal. Mr. Schick is an extre- 
mely efficient conductor primarily 
concerned with getting good clean 
performances from each musician, 
and then welding them into a well- 
disciplined unity; he is not content 
to allow sloppy playing to be par 
tially concealed by a profusion of 
strings. In last Tuesday's excel- 
lently-chosen program he was 
largely, but not entirely, success- 
ful. 

A very spirited performance of 
Rossini's Overture "La scala di 
seta" was followed by Aaron Cop- 
land's "Quiet City," being played 
for the first time in Montreal. This 
incidental music to a play by Irwin 
Shaw has some interesting solos for 
the trumpet and the cor Anglais, 
the latter being particularly well 
executed by Ronald Luckett. Un- 
fortunately these soloists and also 
the flautist in the Orchestral Ex- 
cerpts from Handel's "The Faithful 
Shepherd," which ended the first 
part of the programme, were occa- 
sionally drowned by the main string 
section which seems to have diffi- 
culty playing pianissimo. The Intro- 
duction, to the Beccham arrange 
ments of Handel lacked clarity and 
precision, but the rest of the ex 
ccrpts. particularly the Pastorale 
and the Finale were very finely 
played. ' 

The Lully "Suite de Ballet" and 
Haydn's Symphony 101 in D ("The 
Clock") completed the programme. 
The orchestra was entirely happy 
in both pieces, and the Joie-de-vivre 
of Mr. Schick contributed not a 
little to the success of the "Clock 
Symphony," at least as far as this 
critic was concerned. 

This local orchestra certainly de- 
serves the utmost support, and 
there arc student tickets still avail- 
able both for the season and for 
individual performances. The tick 
cts ($3.50 and $4.00 for the season, 
and C5c nnd 70c per performance) 
are available at the offices of the 
Little Symphony at IWO Sher 
brooke West

Institute of Chemical Engineers 
visited the Canadian Industries 
Limited explosives works and fer- 
tilizer division at Beleoil. 

The plant manager welcomed the 
visitors on their arrival. Preceding 
the tour of the many departments 
a talk was given explaining the 
detailed processes in operation 
there. The McGill students were 
conducted through the various de- 
partments by plant supervisors and 
were able to learn first hand how 
the complicated chemical process- 
es were carried out on a large scale 
for commercial use. The nitric acid 
plant, the nitroglycerine plant, and 
the superphosphate plant were 
among those examined in dcljil.

During the war countless thou- 
sands of lives were saved by vol- 
untary blood donations; but during 
peace time the need,' though latent, 
is jûst as urgent. Quebec is the 
last province to instigate a Blood 
Bank and thus can learn from the 
methods of others. In all other 
provinces, however, the Blood Bank 
has proved itself an absolute nec- 
essity. 

To keep such a Bank supplied in 
Quebec the Red Cross needs a call- 
ing list of 31,200 regular donors. 
These would each be asked to give 
blood twice a year thus maintain- 
ing a weekly average of 1,200 don- 
ations. A check of every donor will 
be made at the clinic to ensure that 
all are fit for ser\'icc and only 
qualified assistants will be used. 

The aim of the scheme is that 
the Red Cross will be able to issue 
blood to all hospitals free of 
charge and on demand. In future, 
It Is hoped, no patient will have to 
forfeit a blood transfusion because 
of Its expense.
